NEW YORK (U PP — Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev to­ 
day retires to his Glen Cove. Long 
Island, "dacha” for a weekend of 
rest and meditation on the bomb­ 
shell effect of his monumental ad­ 
dress to the General Assembly 
Friday which plunged the world 
organization into a near crisis. 
The problem of disarmament 
which professedly brought Khrush­ 
chev to New York was relegated 
to the background as members of 
the Pnitrd Nations pondered over 
his sweeping proposals to reorgan­ 
ize the .secretary general’s office 
into a three-man "collective sec­ 
retariat,” to move the headquar­ 
ters to another country and abol­ 
ish colonialism of all forms. 
Before Khrushchev s departure 
for New York the Soviet press 
forecast that the 15th assembly 
might become the most important 
ever held and mark a "turning 
point” in history. 
Soviet Position Clarified 
The speech clarified the kind of 
turning point Soviet spokesmen 
had in mind—the wresting of con­ 
trol of the United Nations which, 
since bs inception, the Russians 
have characterized as an Ameri­ 
can-controlled institution.
